Hughes toward labor, and to plead the eanae of IVesidenl Weodrow 
Wilson in the coming campaign. President (lumpers will offer ;i> 
evidence in support of his nttnek the jodieial attitude of Mr. Hughes 
in the Danbury Hatters' esse. Regard ieaa of Mr. Hughes' holding m 
that case, and it is generally admitted that it w»s not subversive 
of the just rights of labor il should be borne in mind by every la 
boring man in this country thai Mr. Hughes while Associnte .lustier 
of the United State* Supreme Court whs performing his sworn duties 
in Interpreting Federal statutes as presented before his Court. For 
the passage of those statutes he whs in no wise responsible. It frsi 

his sole function to determine their legal application to tl uses rat 

bar to the best of his ability. To have shown favoritism to either 
side would have been n cowardly and criminal violation of his oath 
of office. The attitude of Mr. Iluu'lies while on the Federal Bench, 
as of all members of that an gust tribunal, was and should be, "the 
cold neutrality of an impartial judge." 

"Any deviation from that position would subject the highest 
court in the land, and rightly so. to the suspicion of all classes and 
selections of the country. Failure on the part of our Supreme Court 
Judges to interpret statutory legislation without fear or favor would 
render that bulwark of our constitutional liberties a hothouse for the 
propagation of class control and destroy our Republican form of 
government. For this reason President Qompera' attack on Mr 
Hughes for his holding in the Danbury Hatters' case will make no 
appeal to tin- intelligent laboring nt< n. union or non-union. 

"On the other hand, we have as a matter of record, the boeca- 
laureate sermon of Wood TOW Wilson, delivered to the students oi 
Princeton University, .June 14. 1900. At that time Mr. Wilson WSJ 
not a candidate for the Presidency. He had no political axe ti. 
grind. He felt at liberty to speak freely the thoughts that were it< 
his mind. He was addressing several hundred young men who were, 

going out into the world, and whose thoughts had I n molded bj 

Professor Wilson in the class room. Everyone of those yonng men 
left his alma mater with these words ringing in his ears: 

" 'You know what the usual standard of the employee is in out 
day. It is to give as little as he can for his wages. Labor is stan 
dardized by the trade-unions, and this is the standard to which it is 
made to conform. No one is suffered to do more than the average 
workman can do. In some trades and handicrafts no one is suffered 
to do more than the least skillful of his fellows CaUI <b> within the 
hours allotted to a day's labor, and no one may work out of hours at 
all or volunteer anything beyond the minimum. I need not point out 
how economically disastrous such a regulation of labor is. It is so 
unprofitable to the employer thai in some trades it will presently 
not be worth his while to attempt anything at all. He had better 
atop altogether than operate at an inevitable and invariable loss. 
The labor of America is rapidly becoming unprofitable under its 
present regulation by those who have determined to reduce it to n 
minimum. Our economic supremacy may be lost because the country 
grows more and more full of unprofitable servants.' 

"Labor will have its own jury service to perform in considering 
the merits of the two candidates for the presidency, and this is part 
of the evidence against Woodrow Wilson."

"These states have 286 votes In the 
electoral college, a majority of which 
is only 266. 

"In each of these States, two years 
ago, the Republican Congressional 
ticket received a clear plurality of 
votes. In these States combined the 
Republican candldatea for Congress re- 
ceived 4.076,157 votes, while the demo- 
cratic candidates for Congress received 
only 3,132,568 votes— the total Republi- 
can plurality being 942,689. 

"In each of these States, In 1914, 
there was an organized Progressive 
campaign— except In Nevada, Utah 
and Wisconsin, although In Utah there 
was a Fusion ticket running In opposi- 
tion to the Republicans. The total 
Progressive vote In these states was 
746,341; and the combined Republican- 
Progressive plurality over the Demo- 
crats was 1.688,930. 

"Two years ago there were five 
states— Indiana, Kansas, Maine, Ne- 
braska, and Ohio — which are fairly to 
be classed as normally Republican out 
where the Democratic Congressional 
ticket received a plurality of votes 
raagtaf from a beggarly 365 In Maine 
to an Impressive 42,752 In Indiana. :;ut 
the Progressive vote In each of these 
live states was far In exceas of tbe dif- 
ference between the Republican and 
.Democratic totals, and ranged from 3,- 
111 in Nebraska to 90,040 in Indiana 
In Kansas the Progressive vote in 1914 
nmounted to 74,441 ; in Ohio It was 47,- 
981; and In Maine It waa 17.985. 

"These five states will cast 63 votes 
in the electoral college How will 
they vote this year? 

"Hopeful Democratic statisticians es- 
timate the division of the former Pro- 
gressive vote upon different propor- 
tions—in each instance, however, giv- 
ing the long end of It to the Republi- 
cans and in no instance claiming that 
more than 30 per cent of the Bull 
Moose will support Wilson. Upon this 
extreme hypothesis, let us examine the 
vote of the five states where a Demo- 
cratic plurality waa found in the con- 
gressional elections of 1914. 

"The Republican vote of Indiana in 
1914 was 233,140, the Progressives 
casting 90,040 and the Democrats 275,- 
892. Dividing the Bull Moose strength 
on the basis of seventy and thirty per 
cent, respectively, to the Republicans 
and the Democrats, the vote of Indiana 
this year should be: Republican, 296,-

Somo one has suggested that the 
Humane Society get busy and have the 
water turned Into the fountain on 
Market street. Some members of the 
society approached the Mayor on the 
subject and he said the water would 
be turned on the next day. Othera 
have talked about It; some articles 
written last week and published, sug- 
gesting that the fountain be put into 
operation, but It is not done. The 
tuxpayers of the city have a right to 
have the use of water In that foun- 
tain. The country people who pa- 
tronize the business of this city, need 
water for the horses they drive Into 
town. The horses that are working 
on the streets need water now ail 
along the streets as they never needed 
l< before. They should have water six 
times a day In such weather as this, 
but the water troughs are closed, the 
fountain empty. Some women, who 
are "Angels of Mercy", have put buck- 
ets aud hose out neur the hydrants so 
that drivers can water their teams 
without much trouble Of delay Will 
not every hydrant near the street have 
u bucket placed near so horses can 
have water? 

How could we do without water 
Let the windows of heaven be closed 
for three months and no rain fall on 
our country, the men who now are so 
careless about seeing water provided 
for the dumb brutes, would be on their 
knees begging for water. 

Water is as great a necessity for 
animals as for men, but the river is 
too inconvenient a place for most of 
us to get water from for stock. 

Anybody can be a "knocker" and it 
is not an enviable reputation to have, 
hul when our public officials are bo 
dilatory about attending to public 
•lutieB it is time for the "knocke-a" or 
one else to get busy. 
We need civic pride and a larger 
amount of public splritedness in this 
city, and less superficial display that 
Bonn shows to others we are not "what 
we would seein to be."
